Dear  Councilman  O’Farrell  -  I  am  writing  to  express  my  growing  concern  with  the  amount  of  tents  being  allowed  to  be 
occupied  along  Glendale  Blvd  from  the  end  of  the  2  Freeway  to  Echo  Park.  In  the  last  month  ,  where  there  were  two 
tents  along  the  west  side  of  the  sidewalk  at  the  end  of  the  freeway  ,  there  are  now  four  and  piles  of  trash.  Further  south 
there  are  now  two  tents  in  the  median  with  bbq  and  lounge  chairs.  In  the  park  itself,  on  the  north  end,  I  counted  9  tents 
today.  I  used  to  run  three  times  a  week  around  the  lake  but  have  recently  been  verbally  accosted  by  some  of  the  tent 
occupants.  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  terrible  homeless  problem  our  city  has  but  tents  along  our  thoroughfares  and  in  our 
parks  are  not  the  answer.  Or  park  space  in  Los  Angeles  is  minimal,  these  tent  encampments  make  that  space  unavailable 
to  the  rest  of  our  population.  I  ask  you  please  to  do  something  about  this.
